Freezing temperatures, snow and rain have forced 
thousands of ducks into Southern California. Fish and 
Game officials and hunters report more birds on the lakes 
in the Southland than at any other time in recent years. 

There are just a few days left to enjoy duck hunting as 
the season ends in Southern California for ducks on 
January 16. 

DUCK HUNTERSWANTED 


If you are looking for a good place to hunt ducks, the 
recent rains have ended any further searching. 

Prado Basin, on the outskirts of Orange County, has been 
flooded and water now covers more than 2,000 acres of 
fertile bottom land. The flood control basin for Orange 
County has never been open to public hunting and has been 
a resting and feeding lake for thousands of ducks during 
years when ample early rains build up behind the dam. 

There are more than 10,000 sprig, widgeon and mallards 
on the lake and more are arriving daily. There is also a good 
representation of other ducks on the large impoundment, 
including the prized canvasbacks and redheads. Canadian 
honkers also drop on to the lake for a rest. 

Mike Raahauge, manager of the Line Raahauge Pheasant 
Hunting Club in Corona, has leased the 2,000 acres and has 
opened it up to unattached duck and goose hunters on a 
daily fee basis. 

Due to the size of the lake, a boat is necessary in order to 
get out to the areas where the birds are working. Boats 
should be no less than 12 feet in length and well 
camouflaged in order to avoid spooking the ducks. Motors 
are allowed on the lake but should not exceed 10 hp.; bring 
plenty of extra sherepins too. 

Decoys are helpful but should be rigged with very long 
lines, as the average depth of the lake is more than 10 feet. 
Pull your boat into the dead trees and stay down until the 
birds have worked within shotgun range. Most of the 
shooting will be pass shooting at birds about 35 to 50 yards 
out and a 3-inch shotgun with full choke is highly 
recommended. 

Raahauge is opening the gate daily (1 mile past the 
junction of Hwy. 71 and 83, going northeast on Hwy. 83) 
at 5:30 a.m. A nominal daily fee is charged per hunter and 
boats can be launched within 50 yards of the lake. 

The hunting area can easily shoot more than 100 hunters 
without being overcrowded; in fact, the more hunters on 
the lake the better. This will keep the birds moving. For 
more information on the duck hunting club and hunting 
instructions, phone (714) 735-2361. 

IRVINE LAKES SET OPENING DATE 


Irvine Lake will officially open its 1972 season on Friday, 
January 14. The lake is one of the most popular trout and 
bass lake in Southern California and offers Orange County 
anglers a chance at catching some trophy size fish. The lake 
will be heavily stocked prior to the opening and a large 
turnout is expected. For opening weekend reservations, 
phone 633-1520. 

John Moore, manager at Anaheim Lake, says that trout 
fishing is holding up despite bad weather. Hardy anglers are 
creeling nice limits of stocked rainbows with very little 
effort. 

Vail Lake also reports good trout fishing with a fair 
number of bass also being hooked by experienced anglers. 
Both crappie and bluegill action is also rated as good 
according to manager Dave Brownell.
